NIP dismisses fears over turbine inquiry reopening 


A POSSIBLE new public inquiry 
into plans for two wind farms in Mid 
Wales is unlikely to happen, it has 
been claimed. 

Glyn Davies, MP for Montgomery¬ 
shire, has spoken out as the consulta¬ 
tion into proposals to build the wind 
farms at Llanbrynmair and Carnedd 
Wen closed this week. 

The plans were thrown out by the 


Government last year, but could be 
reprieved as inspectors have been 
looking at representations from coun¬ 
cils, developers and energy firms. 

The Government expert looking at 
the plans said Energy Secretary Greg 
Clark will soon decide whether to 
re-open the inquiry, or make a deci¬ 
sion based on plans from the written 
statements handed in. 


Both plans were thrown out last 
year. However, the two developers 
behind the plans - RWE Innogy and 
RES - called for a judicial review, 
meaning both applications now need 
to be re-determined. But Mr Davies 
has dismissed the notion that the in¬ 
quiry could reopen, and said regard¬ 
less of what Mr Clark decides, the 
change in the subsidies for on-shore 


wind farms could also have a bearing 
on whether the wind farms would go 
ahead even if granted permission. 

He said: “I think no matter what 
the Secretary of State decides they 
probably can’t go ahead because of 
having no access for subsidies for on¬ 
shore energy. 

“Also National Grid has refused to 
tell us what commitment to connect 


there must be from wind farm opera¬ 
tors to trigger building of the 400Kv 
line from Shropshire to Cefn Coch.” 
Mr Davies said the inquiry had “ex¬ 
hausted” people and said all the evi¬ 
dence was already in from it. 

He added: “I’m still hopeful that 
the secretary of state will confirm 
what he did from the previous up¬ 
date.” 


RAILWAY STATION 
PLAN REVEALED

A COMMUNITY scheme to buy 
Gobowen Station’s buildings 
for the village has been un¬ 
veiled. 

The SOS Gobowen Station Appeal 
wants to raise funds for the £150,000 
purchase cost and more funds to re¬ 
store the historic properties which, it 
says, are in a sorry state. 

The Gobowen Area Improvement Group says 
it wants to ensure the future of the buildings 
and help local businesses to flourish by provid¬ 
ing accommodation. Sheila Dee from Severn Dee 
Travel, which runs the booking office, said: “We 
want to hear the thoughts of the community on 
the future of these buildings.” 

The new initiative comes the 
same week residents in Pant are 
celebrating the news that the 
former Co-op shop in the village 
has been listed as an asset of 
community value. 

The strong community spirit 
around the Oswestry area, in¬ 
cluding the work of volunteers 
to ensure the long term future 
of Gobowen Library, has been 
praised by Councillor David 
Lloyd. While Shawbury Library closed its doors 
for the final time last month after council bosses 
were unable to find a group willing to run the 
service, the picture in Gobowen is a stark con¬ 
trast with its library now operating as a success¬ 
ful community hub. 

Councillor Lloyd, who represents Gobowen, 
Selattyn and Weston Rhyn on Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, praised “people power”. 

He said: “Hats off to the people who react 
by getting stuck in when there are areas under 
pressure ranging from community services to 
even the issue of refugees. People in this area 
were anxious to help and do what they can. 
There’s a real open-heartedness about Oswes- 
trians. I get really excited about this approach 
because rather than talking about it, local peo¬ 
ple get on and do it, and it’s this approach that 
helps to safeguard services. 

“The station is yet another example of the 
community taking the initiative in looking after 
the area.”

Chadd’s garage has operated from its 
site opposite the Lime Kiln pub in Porthy¬ 
waen since 2005 and employs 12 full and 
part time staff. 

Meanwhile, an Oswestry town centre 
shop has been put up for sale or for rent. 

The former Chrissie’s leather shop in 
Cross Street is on the market through 
commercial agents Halls. 

The property has an asking price of 
£235,000, or the annual rent for a new 
lease of the ground floor is £16,000.

TRAGEDY 

Biker died from 
multiple injuries 

A MOTORCYCLIST died as a result of 
multiple injuries following a crash with a 
car on a main road, an inquest heard. 

Shropshire coroner John Ellery opened 
the inquest into the death of Scott Ed¬ 
ward Roberts. The 32-year-old engineer, 
from Walsall, was travelling in the direc¬ 
tion of Shrewsbury when his bike slipped 
from under him and he collided with a 
Ford Fiesta. 

The crash happened just before 8am on 
the A5 between Oswestry and West Fel¬ 
ton on September 26. 

The coroner adjourned the inquest 
until February 17 next year. 

It will take place at Shirehall in Shrews¬ 
bury.

Furniture and Carpets 
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Orthopaedic hospital looks 
to increase staff numbers

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal is set to create six new posts 
as it extends its capacity by 
around a quarter by reopening 
one of its units. 

John Grinnell, deputy chief exec¬ 
utive and chief finance officer at the 
hospital, said six surgical consultant 
posts will be advertised as the hospital 
looks to reopen its Menzies Unit. 

At last week’s meeting of the hospital’s 
trust board, Mr Grinnell said the opening 
will be split into two phases, with the first 
seeing the opening of a theatre to accommo¬ 
date non-trauma and orthopaedic and low 
complexity work which is currently under¬ 
taken in the main theatres. 

The first stage will be complete by No¬ 
vember, while the second phase will see the 
opening of the remaining theatre and a pro¬ 
cedure room, which will provide additional 
capacity to the trust. 

Mr Grinnell said: “It’s not just about get¬ 
ting the unit up and running, it could mean 
a 25 to 30 per cent increase in our capacity 
in the long run. 

“We’ve seen consultants so involved in 
this that they’ve even been part of deciding 
where the new consultants and secretaries 
sit.” 

He said increasing the hospital’s theatres 
would help to deliver work over a broader 
theatre base, and as a result the hospital is 
looking to extend its consultant base with 
the six surgical consultant posts, which 
bosses hope will be filled by March 2017. 

The Menzies Unit closed as the hospital 
opened its new £15.1 million theatre and 
ward development, which includes the 
Baschurch Day Unit. 

Frank Collins, chairman of the trust, said 
the addition of the unit reopening would 
help to satisfy demand and will provide an 
opportunity for a more flexible system to 
be in place. 

Heralding the recruitment as good news, 
chief executive Mark Brandreth said: 
“We’ve designed a process for recruiting 
new doctors that we will be able to use in 
the future.” 

At the meeting, board members were also 
told that the trust had made a £250,000 
deficit in August, which director of finance 
Craig Macbeth said was £184,000 adrift of 
what they were forecast to be. 

Mr Macbeth said the trust had seen a 
“difficult couple of months financially”. 


OSWESTRY area Conservative members 
of Shropshire Council have backed calls for 
the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital to be the 
favoured site for a single A&E department 
in the county. 

The councillors recently visited the hospi¬ 
tal site to show their support and they were 
joined by Oswestry Town Mayor Councillor 
Paul Milner. 

The future of emergency care is currently 
under the microscope after the Future Fit 
health programme, which is looking at 
healthcare in the county, suggested the 
county should only have one emergency 
centre. 

A spokesman for the Oswestry area Con¬ 


servative councillors said the councillors 
backed suggestions that if the county was to 
only have one emergency department, that 
department should be based at Shrewsbury. 

The spokesman said: “This is a sensible 
and practical solution, that will be wel¬ 
comed in the Oswestry Borderlands, as a 
two-site option seems to have been ruled 
out. Local Conservative members have 
taken a keen personal and politically real¬ 
istic interest in what will best serve Shrop¬ 
shire overall. 

“Future Fit, has been ongoing for longer 
than expected. 

“With A&E in place, we can concentrate 
on keeping people fit and looked after in 


their own homes and communities. This 
should hopefully relieve pressure on the 
acute services. 

“Having to access some non-acute ser¬ 
vices at the Princess Royal Hospital in Tel¬ 
ford and elsewhere may be seen by some as 
inconvenient, but this is offset by the exper¬ 
tise available. 

“The Conservatives will continue to pay 
close attention to developments on this and 
other health issues affecting our residents.” 

The councillors who visited the hospital, 
along with Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner, 
included Steve Charmley, Robert Macey, 
David Lloyd, Joyce Barrow, Vince Hunt, 
Steve Davenport and John Price.

Keep services close to 

home, say fans of rsh

“TIME costs lives - so keep our 
hospital services close.” 

That was the rallying call from peo¬ 
ple in Oswestry and Mid Wales who 
want as many patient services as pos¬ 
sible to stay at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital instead of moving further 
away to the Princess Royal Hospital 
in Telford. 

Out-patient Georgina Becker says 
she has been travelling to the RSH from 
her home near The Meadows School in 
Oswestry for regular treatment for the past 
six months. 

She said: “I have a five-year-old child so, 
as a mother, where to take your child if 
there is an emergency is always at the back 
of your mind. 

“I believe the emergency department 
should be at RSH because that is far enough 
to take your child if something went badly 
wrong. As a long-term hospital patient at 
the RSH myself, I think that other treat¬ 
ment services that I have to use regularly 
should be based there too because travel¬ 
ling to Shrewsbury so often costs me a lot of 
money already and it would be even further 
and cost even more to get to Telford, taking 
more time.” 

Bernard Coslett, 68, of Monkmoor, 
Shrewsbury, has worked in Oswestry for 
30 years as a florist. 

He said: “My wife Susan had a new hip at 
the RSH on July 13 and there were no de¬ 
lays and I’m seeing the hospital’s oncology 
team for treatment for prostate cancer. We 
can’t fault the NHS and want all operations 
to stay in Shrewsbury and for the services 
to pretty much stay as they are as far as 
possible.” 

Holly Keeble, 17, who lives in Pant 
and is a sales assistant for Llynclys Farm 
Shop, is actively campaigning for services 
to stay at the RSH. “I have signed a petition 
on this and would like to see others do the 
same - it is such an important issue and 
lives are at stake,” she said. 

Stephen Hignett, 35, who lives in Whit¬ 
tington, added: “Everything boils down to 
money in the end - it always does. 

“I would like to see emergencies and 
more general treatment taking place at 
Oswestry’s Orthopaedic Hospital - but that 
ship sailed a long time ago. I was bitten by 
an insect in my garden a month ago and 
went to Shrewsbury’s A&E department 
and ended up sitting next to someone who 
was openly self-harming.”

Indefinite ban is given to 
bosses at failed bus firm

THE directors of a collapsed bus firm have been disqualified from 
operating public service vehicles. 

Traffic Commissioner Nick Jones decided the ban should be indefinite, follow¬ 
ing a public inquiry held at Welshpool Town Hall. 

The inquiry, which took place last month, heard that the brothers behind GHA Coaches, 
Gareth and Arwyn Lloyd-Davies, were found to have had a “catalogue of management 
failures” before the company collapsed in July, owing more than £5 million to creditors.

Mr Jones said: “In this specific business 
the precedence that income has been given 
over maintenance and public safety has 
been systemic for a period of time. 

“Road safety, the safety of the travelling 
public and the safety of vulnerable school- 
children travelling on buses has very much 
been secondary. The inability to pay bills 
and run a safe compliant fleet should have 
led to the operator informing me that it 
could no longer meet the requirement for 
financial standing or to meet its undertak¬ 
ings to run a safe compliant fleet. 

“Instead GHA Coaches Ltd resorted to 
desperate tactics whereby even senior man¬ 
agers were required to drive buses instead 
of attending to systems of vehicle safety 
and maintenance.” 

GHA Coaches, which had routes across 
Shropshire and in Mid and North Wales, 
went into administration with the loss of 
320 jobs. A total of 11 routes were left with¬ 
out service. 

The company’s two licences, authorising 
the use of 146 vehicles in Wales, with bases 
in Ruthin, Corwen, Ruabon and Wrexham, 
and 80 vehicles in the North West of Eng¬ 
land, have also been revoked by the Traffic 
Commissioner.

Plan to buy village's rail 
station buildings unveiled

A COMMUNITY scheme to buy historic railway station buildings has 
been unveiled. 

The Grade II listed buildings on the platform at Gobowen Station are in a 
sorry state of repair and a rescue group wants to ensure their future, along with 
retaining a community facility 

The SOS Gobowen Station Appeal wants to raise funds for the £150,000 purchase cost 
and further funds for their restoration. At the moment the buildings, taken over from 
the railway by the now defunct Advantage West Midlands, are owned by the John Lewis 
Pensions Trust. Now the Gobowen Area Improvement Group winch includes Gobowen 

- and Selattyn Parish Council,The 3 Parishes 

Big Local group and railway interest or¬ 
ganisations including theChester Shrews¬ 
bury Rail Partnership, Gobowen Station 
Adopter, Shrewsbury Chester Rail User 
Association, Severn Dee Travel, Oswestry 
Station Buildings Trust and the Cambrian 
Railways Heritage Trust hope to buy the 
buildings. “We aspire to acquire, restore 
and manage these former station buildings 
and ensure these fine buildings and busi¬ 
nesses flourish. We aim to create the right 
environment to allow local involvement and 
management of these assets through taking 
a stake in our local railway,” spokeswoman, 
Sheila Dee, said. 

“We wish to develop a Community Busi¬ 
ness Unit that combines economic activity 
through social businesses that deliver a 
high value social impact.” 

She said the brick building on the 
Shrewsbury side platform, housing the 
booking office, waiting room and cafe, was 
not in a bad condition and it was the Ches¬ 
ter side platform building that was a worry. 

She said: “The fine Italianate one on the 
Chester platform was designed by Thomas 
Penson and dates from 1846. It it is in poor 
condition with render breaking loose and 
inside evidence of water penetration and 
damp. All the buildings are Grade II listed 
and the special nature of these buildings 
being so close to a busy railway line has 
meant that their maintenance has been 
limited.” Businesses who currently rent 
accommodation will be unaffected if the 
group buys the buildings. Mrs Dee said: 
“We are aware that this is a big challenge 
and the group is keen to speak with the 
local community to find out their thoughts. 
These buildings are part of an important 
gateway to Gobowen and are possibly the 
most historic buildings there. In September 
2016 Shropshire Council listed the booking 
office and waiting room of the station build¬ 
ings as an asset of community value.” 

An open day to explain the community 
initiative is planned for October 19 from 
8am to 7pm in the waiting room.

A VILLAGE convenience store has been 
registered as an asset of community value. 

A bid by residents to list the former 
Co-op shop in Welshpool Road in Pant has 
been approved by Shropshire Council. 

It comes after the Co-operative Group 
announced it was selling the shop to rival 
McColl’s earlier this year. 

The new status of the shop means that 
Pant residents must now be given advance 
notice of any planned change of use which 
could result in the store no longer operat¬ 
ing as a retail premises. 

The application to have the shop, which 
also contains a Post Office, listed was sub¬ 
mitted to Shropshire Council in August by 
a group of villagers. 

Shaun Fisher, who was one of the resi¬ 
dents who helped co-ordinate the applica¬ 
tion, said: “It’s good news for the village 
that the shop has been listed as an asset 
of community value as it means residents 
will be told first if there’s a change of use 
planned, it will mean that we will be able 
to have a say and decide how to respond. 

“The shop provides an important service 
to the village, and I think the alarm bells 
rang when we’d heard that the shop was 
being sold, it made us realise that actually 
anything could happen and we wouldn’t 
know if it was. 

“If the village was to lose the shop it 
would mean people would have to go to Lla- 
nymynech or Oswestry instead, which isn’t 
possible or practical for everyone.”

Just how dependant should 
we become on satellite naviga¬ 
tion technology? That’s a ques¬ 
tion I found myself asking this 
week when lost on a Scottish 
mountainside above Aberdeen. 

Driving a spanking new Mazda 
3 on a launch for motoring jour¬ 
nalists should have been a daw¬ 
dle for this seasoned driver and 
his equally experienced co-driv¬ 
er until sat nav took control, 
leading to a rather awkward con¬ 
frontation with an irate Scottish 
farmer - a big Scottish farmer! 

Pre-set routes for these occa¬ 
sions are normally a Godsend, 
meaning the co-driver can relax 
and enjoy some stunning views. 
But this week technology was 
bamboozled by the Scottish 
mountains and yours truly ended 
up risking life and limb on a farm 
track, clearly meant for agricul¬ 
tural vehicles. 

Don’t get me wrong, my 
co-driver and I were never in any 
danger of crashing the gleaming 
new Mazda. The threat came 
from the “giant” Scot, unhappy 
that we had the audacity to drive 
down “his” track even though 
the satellite navigation was ada¬ 
mant we could get through. 

Concerned that he would at 
any moment produce a dou¬ 
ble-barrelled shotgun from in¬ 
side the pick-up truck he had 
chosen to peruse us in, it was 
easier to take his advice and 
“buzz-off back where we came 
from” than argue the toss. After 
all we were so remotely placed 
I think he could have disposed 
of us with very little chance of us 
ever being found again. 

The incident followed on from 
another I experienced in the cen¬ 
tre of Manchester a week earlier 
when another sat nav system 
became more than a little con¬ 
fused at the city council’s deci¬ 
sion to dig up and close the city 
centre when I needed to access 
a King Street hotel. 

It didn’t help either to find 
there were two hotels with the 
same name and after arguments 
with several city centre bus driv¬ 
ers and a near miss with a Man¬ 
chester tram (I wouldn’t have 
won that one) it was easier to 
switch off the electronics and 
simply ask the way. 

What this all means of course 
is that technology is great when 
it works but when something as 
simple as a road closure upsets 
the system anything can hap¬ 
pen. 

Kim Kardashian is a name that 
I never thought would figure in 
this column but I’m sick to the 
teeth of hearing and reading 
about the Paris armed robbery 
that took place on Sunday night 
which hurled the attention seek¬ 
er onto our front pages. 

Publishing online pictures 
of herself wearing millions of 
pounds worth of diamonds in a 
Paris hotel was hardly a sensi¬ 
ble decision, particularly in a city 
which has experienced a string 
of terror attacks in recent weeks. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 


The dominating political issue 
of the moment is Brexit, the pro¬ 
cess by which the UK will leave 
the EU. A few are still refusing 
to accept the clear judgement 
of the British people in the ref¬ 
erendum on June 23. Some are 
still calling for a second referen¬ 
dum. There are some advocating 
a long delay in the hope that the 
Exit process will simply run out 
of steam. But the reality is that 
most people, including many 
who campaigned to ‘Remain’ 
are now accepting the reality of 
Brexit. That argument is over. 

Since June 23, we have been 
reading lots of comment about 
what Brexit means. The Prime 
Minister has told us that “Brex¬ 
it means Brexit” which tells us 
‘everything’ and ‘nothing’. The¬ 
resa May is absolutely clear that 
Britain will be leaving the EU, and 
she is refusing to be rushed into 
hasty judgement. She is decisive 
about the principle, but cautious 
about how it’s delivered. She 
wants to get it right. 

This week we have learned 
something about the two crucial 
steps needed to set the process 
underway - to press the official 
start button. Firstly, the two-year 
period of formal negotiation on 
term of withdrawal will begin 
before the end of March. For 
several weeks we have heard 
demands that Article 50 of the 
Lisbon Treaty be invoked im¬ 
mediately - probably wanting 
the process to fail. Today we are 
hearing accusations that the pro¬ 
cess is being rushed. My view is 
that Mrs May has got it right in 
terms of timing. We also know 
that Parliament will be asked in 
the spring to repeal the Europe¬ 
an Communities Act 1972. It will 
be interesting to see how many 
MPs and Peers will openly re¬ 
fuse to accept the voice of the 
people. Currently, we are being 
subjected to millions of confused 
words about a ‘Hard Brexit’ or a 
‘Soft Brexit’. This is the media 
making up a story, because Mrs 
May is governing for the country 
and not for the media. She is not 
governing by press release. So 
the media are having to resort to 
invention. My advice is ignore it. 

Some things that are obvious. 
The UK simply cannot stay in 
the ‘Single Market’. We can¬ 
not accept the free movement 
of people from the EU (or any¬ 
where else) into the UK, which 
is a fundamental principle of the 
Single Market. But we will want 
access to the Single Market, 
as the EU will want to the Brit¬ 
ish market. The British econo¬ 
my needs immigrant workers to 
support our hotels, restaurants, 
care homes, NHS, agriculture, 
financial services etc. Trans-Eu¬ 
rope trade does not need tariffs 
or anti-competitive rules. Both 
negotiating teams will have an 
interest in an amicable divorce, 
leaving both parties content. Mrs 
May will deliver it.

Reasons to be cheerful 


for living in a great spot

IT comes as no surprise to 
those who live here - but Shrop¬ 
shire has just been named as 
one of the happiest places to 
live in the UK. 

And with its rolling hills, beautiful 
towns, picture perfect streets and 
historic buildings it is easy to see 
why. 

Oswestry is a case in point, with its his¬ 
toric town centre and a host of interest¬ 
ing features for locals and visitors alike 
to enjoy, including Cae Glas Park, the 
Old Racecourse, Park Hall Farm and the 
remarkable Iron Age Hill Fort. 

New figures from the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics (ONS) have laid bare 
the parts of the country which are the 
happiest, most miserable, anxious and 
have the highest and lowest levels of life 
satisfaction. 

Shropshire, which has a population 
of 306,100 people, scored 7.66 out of 
10, while Telford & Wrekin scored 7.37, 
which fell just below the national aver¬ 
age. 

When it comes to general satisfaction 
with life, people in Corby recorded the 
lowest score, while those in Mid & East 
Antrim, Northern Ireland, reported 
being the most satisfied. 

And Shropshire scored 7.73 out of 10 
for life satisfaction beating Telford & 
Wrekin which scored 7.59. 

Shropshire also beat Telford & Wrekin 
in the worthwhile stakes. The county 
scored 8.1 out of 10 while the unitary 
trust scored 7.87, just on the national 
average. 

And residents of the county feel slightly 
less anxious than their national counter¬ 
parts. Out of 10, people gave the score of 
2.87 while in Telford & Wrekin the score 
was once again in line with the national 
average at 2.91. The most anxious place 
to live in the UK was Hammersmith and 
Fulham. 

Philip Dunne, MP for Ludlow said; 
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The massive hill fort at Old Oswestry was probably the stronghold and main settlement of an Iron Age tribe 


“It’s official, Shropshire is one of the 
happier places to live in the UK. 

“We are fortunate to live in such a 
special county. People in Shropshire as 
a whole enjoy above average happiness 
and well-being, and below average anxi¬ 
ety. This proves it, Shropshire is a great 
place to live.” 

Jayne Beese, a mum-of-one from 
Worthen, near Shrewsbury, said: “I 


love it here and couldn’t be happier. 
There are wonderful, friendly people, 
the countryside is outstanding and we 
are very lucky.” 

Martin Wood, town crier for Shrews¬ 
bury said: “I am surprised we are not 
the happiest county in the UK but I am 
not surprised we are up there amongst 
them. 

“We are surrounded by lovely coun¬ 


tryside, everybody is friendly and the 
pace of life is a lot slower than in other 
areas of the country. Life is peaceful 
here.” 

Matt Overton, from Bridgnorth, said: 
“I’ve lived here all my life and have al¬ 
ways felt safe due to knowing many of 
the people around here. 

“It makes you feel part of a bigger 
family.”

Tory group stifling debate at meetings 


DURING the last meeting of Shropshire 
Council, Councillor Steve Charmley tweet¬ 
ed that the meeting was lengthy and “there 
must be a better way to spend the day”. 

He was quoted as saying that councillors 
are using meetings to “score cheap political 
points”. 

The council meeting lasted four and a 
half hours. It would have been shorter if 
there had not been a considerable degree 
of procedural confusion at the beginning. 
After seven years surely the council should 
know what the rules for meetings are? 

The main problem with Shropshire 
Council meetings is that the Conservative 


leadership abhors debate. Every time those 
of us in the opposition seats raises a point 
or presents a proposal we are condemned 
for “being political”. Rational argument is 
not political. It is part of the robust debate 
we need to ensure that the council delivers 
the best service it to our residents. 

At the meeting the dominant Conserva¬ 
tive group rejected almost out of hand pro¬ 
posals to divert money to youth services, 
to use capital receipts to support town 
and parish councils and to lobby the gov¬ 
ernment on inequity in women’s pensions. 
These were all good proposals that would 
have benefited our county. But the council 


leader decried them as “political”. Conserv¬ 
ative members voted them down en bloc. 

Only a few of the 35 or so Conservative 
members in the council chamber took part 
in these debates. I think the public would 
be surprised at how stilted and stage man¬ 
aged council meetings are. 

It is time meetings were broadcast on the 
internet, as other councils have for years. 
Then tax payers could judge whether they 
were getting the healthy democratic de¬ 
bates this county needs in difficult times.

Council to look at 
costings for ramp 

COUNCILLORS will look at the cost 
of funding for a ramp to be installed 
at town centre steps to improve safety 
and access. 

It comes after a petition attracted 
hundreds of signatures. 

The initiative was launched for a 
ramp to be installed at the Horsemar- 
ket-Castle Field steps in Oswestry. 
Kim Tunnadine of Oswestry Mobility 
set up the petition earlier this year. 

It called for the ramp to assist the 
elderly, disabled and parents with 
pushchairs and people with bikes to 
give them easier access to the town. 

Councillors agreed to look at po¬ 
tential funding for the scheme at a 
meeting of Oswestry Town Council’s 
markets and car parks committee. 

Councillor Duncan Kerr said: “I 
think we should definitely get some 
costings. We should certainly con¬ 
sider it because I think it could make 
a difference to some people’s quality 
of life. 

“It won’t be cheap and I’m not say¬ 
ing for sure we should do it, but we 
should look at costings.” 

Aldi to put £300m 
into shops revamp 

ALDI says it will invest £300 m illi on 
in store revamps after posting anoth¬ 
er year of record sales. 

The store is already in the process of 
expanding across Shropshire and Mid 
Wales, with stores opening recently in 
Newport and Oswestry and plans for 
an expansion in Wellington and a new 
store in Welshpool. 

Now money will also be spent spruc¬

The cash will be used to spruce up 
its fixtures for drinks and fresh pro¬ 
duce, as well as a new “food to go” 
feature, with more than 100 of its UK 
stores to be refurbished in 2017. 


Proposed route of new 
power line due out soon

THE proposed route of a new 
overhead power line to increase 
electricity capacity across north 
Shropshire will be published 
within weeks. 

Scottish Power Energy Networks, 
which is behind the £18 million 
scheme, said the next step of the pro¬ 
ject is to publish its proposed route in 
late October. 

The firm has also revealed it received 
more than 120 responses as part of the 
initial consultation, which it is currently 
reviewing. 

Paul Ferguson, a spokesman for SP 
Energy Networks, said: “The initial con¬ 
sultation closed on September 9, and we 
were very encouraged by the response we 
received. In total more than 120 responses 
were received from members of the public, 
local councils and statutory bodies. 

“The project team is now reviewing each 
of these responses, and they will be taken 
into consideration for the next stage of our 
project, which is to establish a proposed 
route ahead of the stage two consultation in 
2017. Generally we received positive com¬ 
ments on our proposed investment and the 
chosen wood pole design. 

“The next step will see us publish our 
proposed route in late October via a news¬ 
letter, which will be sent to approximately 
2,500 homes and businesses, as well as local 
authorities and statutory consultees.” The 
upgrade will benefit Oswestry, Wem and 
Whitchurch as well as surrounding villages 
and will see a new 132,000-volt overhead 
power line built between Oswestry and 
Wem.

ARTIST Tim Turner has helped to 
celebrate the life of a French adven¬ 
turer who was crowned a king in 
South America. 

Mr Turner, 50, from Oswestry, 
was one of two artists commissioned 
to create monuments to honour 
King Orelie Antoine, a lawyer from 
the town of Tourtoirac who lay 


claim to Araucania and Patagonia. 
He created a bronze bust of Orelie 
Antoine which was unveiled outside 
Tourtoirac Abbey to mark the bicen¬ 
tenary of his birth. A carved plaque 
was unveiled outside the house of 
Orelie Antoine’s birth nearby. 

It is disputed whether the French¬ 
man was a self-proclaimed king or 


was elected in a national assembly 
by more than 3,000 indigenous Map- 
uche delegates in the 1860s. 

Mr Turner said: “As a Englishman 
with some Welsh blood, and as it was 
the 150th year of the Welsh journey¬ 
ing to Patagonia, I was particularly 
delighted to be asked to be involved 
in this project.” 


Land issue 
means store 
will miss its 
open target 

A SUPERMARKET will miss its 
scheduled opening date after contam¬ 
inated land halted construction. 

Discount food giant Lidl was due 
to open its new store in Oswestry 
ahead of the busy Christmas period 
but after it was discovered the land 
was contaminated, that date has 
been pushed back to February. The 
contamination was left behind from 
when the site, located on the former 
JT Hughes car dealership site at the 
junction of Shrewsbury Road and Vic¬ 
toria Road, was used as a gasworks. 
According to the supermarket chain 
and Shropshire Council, work is now 
under way again on site. Sophie Lam- 
bert-Russell, communications officer 
for Lidl, said: “While conducting en¬ 
abling works at the site on Victoria/ 
Shrewsbury Road, we can confirm 
that we have been working to remove 
contaminated land left behind from 
when the site was used as a gas works. 
We have been working closely with 
Shropshire Council and the Environ¬ 
ment Agency and all contaminated 
soil has now been removed from site 
where necessary and disposed safely 
and in accordance with regulations 
governed by Environmental Health. 

“We would like to reassure the local 
community that there are no pub¬ 
lic health risks associated with this. 
Unfortunately the build has been de¬ 
layed slightly and we now anticipate 
an opening date in February 2017.” 

Tim Rogers, Shropshire Council’s 
area planning manager, said: “Work 
has now re-commenced on site. There 
are a number of applications to dis¬ 
charge conditions that are still await¬ 
ing final determination by the council, 
but there is now nothing outstanding 
which will prevent work continuing in 
the interim.”

Trust offers skills that 
are a cut above the rest

YOU will certainly need a head 
for heights if you want to take 
part in this new conservation in¬ 
itiative. 

Officials at the National Trust has 
announced plans to step up their com¬ 
mitment to heritage horticulture with 
the launch of a new gardening pro¬ 
gramme. 

The programme will for the first time 
offer comprehensive training for all of the 
conservation charity’s gardening roles - 
including cutting the mammoth hedges at 
Powis Castle in Welshpool, as seen here. 

The work on the 55ft tall hedges takes 
several weeks to complete each year. From 
volunteer gardeners and trainees to gar¬ 
den managers, it will put in place a formal 
training structure to provide development 
opportunities within the organisation. 

Training will largely be internally-led 
through practical courses, structured train¬ 
ing completed in the workplace and e-learn¬ 
ing platforms. To complement the training, 
internal bursaries will be made available to 
allow gardeners to travel to other proper¬ 
ties. Mike Calnan, the National Trust’s 
head of gardens, said: “The National 
Trust’s Heritage Gardening Programme is 
a response to the sector’s skills shortage, 
particularly in heritage gardening. It offers

History group is

Partnership allows hospital 
staff to follow nursing dream

HEALTHCARE workers at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital have had some help 
in realising their dreams of 
becoming qualified nurses 
thanks to a partnership with 
the Open University. 

The trio - Craig Worthington, 
Dan Hamilton and Will Walter - 
have all successfully applied for a 
place on an adult nursing degree 
course. 

Funding for the course is being ac¬ 
cessed through health education West 
Midlands via the Local Education and 
Training Council to train a total of 10 
nurses across Shropshire. 

Mr Worthington, a clinical support 
worker in the hospital’s theatres de¬ 
partment; Mr Hamilton, a theatre or¬ 
derly and healthcare assistant (HCA); 
and Mr Walter, a HCA on the spinal 
injuries unit, will all be able to con¬ 
tinue in their current roles for the du¬ 
ration of the four-year degree, while 
being seconded for 15 hours a week 
to carry out their nursing placements. 

Bev Tabernacle, director of nursing 
at the hospital, said: “We are a small 
trust and it can be hard to recruit 
qualified nurses, so it is great to be 
entering into a partnership like this to 
grow our own. 

“We have a number of good people 
who have lots of experience and would 
be keen to progress, but are held back 
by the financial realities of taking time 
out to become a student. 

“This secondment scheme is terrific 
in that these three individuals will be 
able to keep working with us, while de¬ 
veloping their skills and gaining their 
qualification. It is a massive opportu¬ 
nity for us as a trust.” 

Mr Worthington, who has worked at 
the orthopaedic hospital for 12 years 
and will start his first placement on 
Clwyd Ward, said: “I felt it was time 
to push myself and get out of my com¬ 


fort zone. I’m delighted to have been 
given this chance to do something dif¬ 
ferent.” 

Mr Hamilton, whose first placement 
is on the Sheldon Ward which special¬ 
ises in care of the elderly, has worked 


at the hospital for more than eight 
years already. 

Mr Walter, who has worked on the 
spinal injuries unit for 18 months and 
will begin his placement on Ludlow 
Ward, added: “My goal was always to 


do nursing but I didn’t have the right 
qualifications. 

“But the criteria was different with 
the Open University and I became el¬ 
igible. It’s the chance of a lifetime for 
me, so I had to go for it.” 


Complaints 
about water 
firm falling 

COMPLAINTS about Severn Trent 
fell by more than a quarter last year, 
a new report shows. 

Shropshire’s water supplier is now 
the second-best performing water 
company in England and Wales for 
the number of complaints it receives 
after a 27.8 per cent decline in 2015- 
16. 

It now receives 24.2 complaints per 
10,000 connections, fewer than half of 
the 48.8 it was racking up in 2011-12, 
the report from the Consumer Coun¬ 
cil for Water shows. 

The industry as a whole has expe¬ 
rienced a decline in the number of 
people complaining about their water 
supplies - down from 53.2 per 10,000 
connections to 33.7 over the same 
five-year period. 

But the figures aren’t universally 
positive, and Dwr Cymru Welsh 
Water - which supplies some parts of 
Mid Wales - saw a spike in complaints 
last year, after a rise from 21.4 per 
10,000 connections to 45.8 in a single 
year. 

In doing so, it became the first com¬ 
pany since 2008 to see complaints 
more double in a single year. 

And while the long-term trend is 
for falling complaint numbers, nearly 
half of water companies across Eng¬ 
land and Wales saw an increase in 
written customer complaints in 2015- 
16, with some recording “alarming” 
surges, the watchdog said. 

Dwr Cymru was asked to report 
back by the end of October to ex¬ 
plain what it is doing to drive down 
complaints, along with three other 
companies which were criticised in 
the report - Southern Water, Bourne¬ 
mouth Water and Affinity Water. 

In total, Severn Trent received 
10,532 complaints, of which 56 per 
cent were about billing or charges, 
19.5 per cent were about the water 
service, 14 per cent were about sew¬ 
erage services, and 3.5 per cent were 
about metering, with the rest a mis¬ 
cellaneous range of issues. 

Across the industry, billing and 
charges were the biggest areas of 
complaint.

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' Market 
to open 
extra day 


OSWESTRY’S indoor market will open an 
extra day in a bid to attract more shop¬ 
pers. 

Traders at Oswestry market told of how 
they are concerned by the level of their 
takings in recent months. 

Oswestry Town Council’s markets and 
car parks committee met to discuss sug¬ 
gestions to improve trading figures and the 
number of traders at the market, follow¬ 
ing a disappointing run of figures from the 
Wednesday and Saturday market. 

Councillor Cynthia Hawksley described 
the current situation as “a sad state of af¬ 
fairs”. 

She said: “I came in on Saturday and I 
was appalled to see how little was on there. 
There was a massive, great empty space on 
the left hand side. 

“I was quite upset when I saw it. I’d not 
seen it so bad.” 

Councillor Matt Lee said: “We’re not the 
only town which has this problem, maybe 
we need to have a debate at a later date to 
look at some sort of entertainment. 

“We should be taking a lead, we should 
take a punt, bring traders and people in. 
We need to do something to keep the heart 
of the town going.” 

Councillor Lee also suggested enter¬ 
tainment in the form of a competition for 
buskers and street artists. The only figures 
on the up were for the monthly Artisan 
market which is held on the last Friday of 
every month. 

Councillor Vince Hunt said: “We can 
perhaps learn something there. Perhaps 
people prefer these kinds of markets 
rather than typical fruit and veg markets. 

“It’s the only jewel in the crown on these 
particular reports.” 

At present the indoor market operates 
on Wednesdays, Fridays and Saturdays. 

However, councillors voted to extend the 
market on a Thursday. It would mean from 
Easter 2017 the indoor market’s opening 
is extended for a trial of 12 months, to 
be reviewed quarterly with no additional 
rentals to be charged during that period. 


Knife angel petition growing

ALMOST 5,000 people have signed 
a petition calling for a 26ft sculpture 
made from knives to go on display in 
Trafalgar Square. 

The Shropshire Knife Angel, being cre¬ 
ated at the British Ironwork Centre at 
Aston near Oswestry, is made from about 
100,000 knives either confiscated by police 
or handed in as part of a knife amnesty. 

Its aim is to raise countrywide awareness of 


Britain’s knife crime epidemic with its Save a 
Life, Surrender Your Knife slogan. 

Sculptor Alfie Bradley is putting the finishing 
touches to the huge sculpture in a special studio 
at the ironwork centre. 

Clive Knowles from the centre said since the 
sculpture had received national publicity fami¬ 
lies of victims of knife crimes had been in touch, 
asking that the names of their loved ones be in¬ 
scribed, along with a message, on a knife on the 
angel. “Alfie is currently working on about 50 
messages from bereaved families,” he said. 


“We hope to see the sculpture go on a tour of 
Britain, taking its anti-knife message with it. 
We would like that tour to begin with a spot 
on the fourth plinth in Trafalgar Square and 
are petitioning the government, and London 
Mayor, Sadiq Khan calling for permission to put 
the knife angel on the fourth plinth. 

“The prevalent and ever growing problem of 
knives is currently going unchallenged by many, 
with more weapons than ever on our streets. 

“The monument was created for one pur¬ 
pose, to highlight this extensive problem. Both 


government and the educational system need 
to open their eyes and we can only succeed in 
doing this with public support. “ 

A Spanish inscription was put onto one of 
the knife angel’s feathers by Spanish journal¬ 
ist Emma Lozano, who has been working at the 
Oswestry and Border Chronicle. 

Emma, from Valencia, said: “Being able to 
see the Knife Angel in person was a wonderful 
experience. The first thing I thought was how 
beautiful and impressive it is and how talented 
Alfie Bradley is.”

Nature in abundance at 
this magical time of year 



IT’S always a little unwise to 
cram these columned musings 
with too many species and things 
to see for fear of running out, but 
I am on far safer ground in Octo¬ 
ber for this is the month of plenty. 

There are nuts and berries to sus¬ 
tain the mammals and birds, insects 
and other invertebrates to sustain the 
insectivores and small mammals, birds 
and insects to sustain the larger pred¬ 
ators. 

Yes, the days are rapidly getting shorter 
and the sun is becoming lower in the sky 
but to offset the suggestion of wintery chills 
there are often spectacular sunsets in au¬ 
tumn, the stars can seem brighter at night, 
and on some mornings mist hangs over 
fields and parks. 

Magical 

It’s a magical, almost mystical time of the 
year and the wildlife mirrors this. 

This month it is just about possible to 
see swallows and redwings together, there 
are hedgerow harvests of blackberries, rose 
hips, crab apples, hazel nuts and seeds. 

Fungi pop up all over the place; on lawns 
and in parks, on piles of wood chip and on 
dead logs, on the ground and on the trunks 
of trees and if you fail in all those places, 
try your local field of Friesians and check 
out the cowpats. 

Make the trip to the deer park this month 
and you shouldn’t be disappointed. It’s not 
just the visual spectacle that sends shivers 
up your spine, but it’s possible at this time 
of year to hear not only the bellowing reds 
and fallows but the barking of muntjac and 
roe deer in the morning and by night. 

October is when many birds form flocks;

not just the Vikanic (made that one up but 
I think it works) redwing, fieldfare and wax¬ 
wing invaders from Scandinavia but our 
own species too. From parties of long-tailed 
tits to huge flocks of waders. 

These water-birds are most readily seen 
on the coast of course but the wetlands of 
Shropshire allow for them to be observed 
here too. 

The famous murmurations of starlings 
and gatherings of jackdaws, rooks and car¬ 
rion crows flying to woodland roosts on au¬ 
tumn evenings are typical of this month. 

On the chilly mornings of October it can 
feel a little odd to ponder the fragility of a 
spider and her web but it is on such occa¬ 
sions that we suddenly realise how many 
spiders there actually are all around us. 

Webs outlined in dew on hedgerows, in 
meadows and even on house windows and 
car wing mirrors are a thing of beauty - 
although completely useless for the spider 
until dried out.

Having had the privileged experience 
of growing up in North America, I always 
think of this time of the year as ‘fall’, which 
makes sense of course. 

On the Eastern coast of New England, 
the fall there is world famous and rightly 
so, however it can be pretty special in this 
country and county too. Try to find a nearby 
beech woodland. The effect on a calm (or 
indeed breezy) day, dappled light shining 
through the branches, a few leaves falling in 


a constant trickle around you and the sights 
and sounds of this glorious time of the year 
amplified by the yellows, golds and oranges 
of the season, is truly magical.

Exclusions from 27 
schools on the 
rise, figures say 

THE number of children being permanently excluded from 
Shropshire’s schools has risen by a third in two years. 

Across the county, 60 pupils were excluded from the 
classroom in 2016. 

The action was taken for behaviour including physical 
assault against pupils and teachers, verbal abuse, drug and 
alcohol issues and persistent disruptive behaviour. 

That figure is a 33 per cent rise on the 45 children ex¬ 
pelled from schools in both Shropshire and Telford & Wre- 
kin council areas in 2014. 

In Telford, exclusions rocketed by 72 per cent from 11 in 
2013/14 to 19 in 2015/16. In Shropshire it has risen from 
34 to 41. 

The figures, obtained through a Freedom of Information 
request, come as school leaders raise increasing concerns 
about the behaviour of children. 

But as schools expel more children, senior councillors say 
they believe no children should be permanently excluded. 

Councillor Gilly Reynolds, cabinet member for education 
at Telford and Wrekin Council, said all schools and acade¬ 
mies sign up to a Fair Access Protocol, which recommends 
action to avoid exclusions. 

She said: “In Telford & Wrekin it is our intention to work 
towards zero permanent exclusions. We therefore work 
closely with all schools and academies to aim to achieve 
this. 

“Historically, Telford & Wrekin has maintained a per¬ 
manent exclusion rate well below national and regional 
averages, with 0.03 per cent of pupils in Telford & Wrekin 
permanently excluded compared to 0.06 per cent nationally 
and 0.09 per cent across the West Midlands. 

“In 2016 there have been more students permanently 
excluded than the previous year for a variety of reasons, 
not least changes in leadership in several larger schools.” 

Karen Bradshaw, Shropshire Council’s director of chil¬ 
dren’s services, said: “Shropshire Council works closely 
with schools to address any issues around challenging pupil 
behaviour and the number of permanent exclusions is in 
line with regional and national averages in England. 

“The increase in permanent exclusions follows a trend 
seen across England since 2013. However, even with the 
slight increase seen in 2015-16, permanent exclusions re¬ 
late to just 0.01 per cent of pupil enrolments in Shropshire. 

“The council has a statutory duty regarding pupil ex¬ 
clusions and officers continue to work closely with all ed¬ 
ucational establishments to ensure that schools fulfil the 
requirements and duties placed upon them by current leg¬ 
islation.”

Perfectly peculiar

ECCENTRICS and oddballs have 
always been grist to the creative 
mill of writer-director Tim Burton. 

In Miss Peregrine’s Home For Peculiar 
Children, adapted from the debut novel 
by Ransom Riggs, the quixotic filmmaker 
is in his element surrounded by a madcap 
menagerie of misfits. 

A cherubic girl whose tumbling blonde 
curls conceal a mouth with razor-sharp 
teeth on the back of her head; a blue-eyed 
boy who has a hive of bees living inside of 
him; a pint-sized poppet who possesses 
strength beyond her years. 

There’s plenty of weirdness, but not quite 
enough wonder to complement Burton’s 
directorial flourishes and the glorious 
costume and set design that allows the 
time-travelling narrative to ricochet between 
1943 and the present day. 

The emotional crux is British actor Asa 
Butterfield, who was mesmerizing as Martin 
Scorsese’s Hugo. He portrays another lone¬ 
ly outcast here, and exudes an endearing 
awkwardness and vulnerability in the role. 

Eva Green slinks with wide-eyed intent 
as the titular headmistress and there are 
strong supporting turns from a young cast, 
who embrace their characters’ peculiarities 
with gusto. 

Jacob Portman (Butterfield) has always 
been close to his grandfather Abe (Terence 
Stamp). When the old man perishes in 
mysterious circumstances, the grief-stricken 
teenager turns to psychiatrist Dr Golan (Alli¬ 
son Janney) to come to terms with his loss. 

She approves a visit to Cairnholm island 
off the coast of Wales - population 93 - 
where Abe claimed he spent his formative 
years in a home for gifted children. 

Accompanied by his birdwatcher father

Franklin (Chris O’Dowd), Jacob makes the 
long journey and visits the derelict home 
alone, searching for some tenuous connec¬ 
tion to his grandfather. 

Amongst the rubble, Jacob encounters a 
girl called Emma Bloom (Ella Purnell), who 
wears lead shoes to stop her floating away. 

She helps him to enter a magical time 
loop set to September 3, 1943, which is 
controlled by Miss Alma LeFay Peregrine 


(Green), headmistress of the school. Other 
students include pyrokinetic teenager Olive 
(Lauren McCrostie), prophetic dreamer Hor¬ 
ace (Hayden Keeler-Stone), invisible boy 
Millard (Cameron King) and the masked 
twins (Thomas and Joseph Odwell). Miss 
Peregrine and her charges are being 
hunted by gnarly, undead creatures called 
Hollows, led by the menacing Mr Barron 
(Samuel L Jackson). 


Jacob promises Emma he will return 
to the home the following day to help the 
outcasts evade a grim fate. 

Miss Peregrine’s Home For Peculiar Chil¬ 
dren is an entertaining and briskly paced 
adventure with some lip-smacking macabre 
touches. 

Style sadly doesn’t improve the sub¬ 
stance, but it’s a close-run thing during 
some key sequences.

Panto time as cast 
get set for Cinderella 


IT might still be weeks away, but 
the build up to Shrewsbury’s an¬ 
nual pantomime has well and tru¬ 
ly begun. 

This year’s production will be fairy¬ 
tale classic Cinderella, although audi¬ 
ences might not recognise pantomime 
star Brad Fitt - as this year he will not 
be dressed as a woman. 

Rather than the pantomime dame, he will 
instead take on the role of Buttons, Cinder¬ 
ella’s friend and her father’s servant. 

Brad, who directs the show and has ap¬ 
peared in six previous Theatre Severn pan¬ 
tomimes, will line up alongside BBC Radio 
Shropshire’s Eric Smith, who returns for 
the 14th year in a row. 

The director said he is excited about the 
new role, even if the audience might not 
recognise him without his dress. 

He said: “It is different in as much as I 
am not wearing high heels and make-up but 
I think Buttons in Cinderella is very much 
that driving force. 

“In other pantomimes the dame is the en¬ 
gine which pushes the show along but But¬ 
tons is that character in Cinderella. Besides 
the ugly sisters are the dames in Cinderella 
and I am far too pretty to be an ugly sister 
- it has got to be believable.” 

The show features a principal cast of 
eight, with rehearsals beginning in mid to 
late November before the opening night on 
November 30. 

The event is Theatre Severn’s most suc¬ 
cessful show of the year and last year’s pro¬ 
duction saw more than 38,000 tickets sold. 
This year’s pantomime will see a total of 
66 performances, one more than last year’s 
run. 

Brad said that familiarity with the audi¬ 
ence helps to make the show what it is.

PCP or leasing? Pros and cons 



With so many different kinds of 
car finance to choose from, it can 
be tricky to know which is best 
for you. 

We’ve compared two of the most 
popular - personal contract purchase 
(PCP) plans and contract hire, other¬ 
wise known as leasing - to help you 
decide. 

How do they work? 

In essence, both types of finance are 
very similar. Both require an initial payment, 
which varies depending on factors such as 
the length of the contract and the value of 
the car, and then smaller monthly payments 
throughout the period of the deal. 

The idea is that though you may not have 
the capital to buy a car outright, you can 
split the cost into smaller, more palatable 
monthly payments. 

There is, however, one key difference be¬ 
tween these two types of finance: only PCP 
allows you to own the car. 

At the end of the contract, which is nor¬ 
mally between two and four years long, a 
PCP plan will give you the choice of mak¬ 
ing a ‘balloon’ payment or handing the car 
back, whereas a contract hire deal will re¬ 
quire you to return the car. 

How much do they cost? 

Put simply, it varies. Every car has a resid¬ 
ual value - the amount of money it is worth 
at the end of the contract - and the com¬ 
bination of initial and monthly payments 
will have to at least cover the difference be¬ 
tween that and the car’s value when new. 

The cheapest deals, then, will be for cars 
with a low purchase price and very strong 
residual values. A car that cost £10,000 
when new and is still worth £7,000 at the 
end of the contract will be cheaper to fi¬ 
nance than one that retails at £20,000 when 
new and is only worth £10,000 at the end of 
the contract. 

The length of the deal will have an ef¬ 
fect, too, because a vehicle’s depreciation 
(the rate at which it loses its value) reduces 


every year. Cars’ values generally plummet 
the moment they leave the dealership, but 
by the time they are ten years old, they are 
only losing a few pounds a year in value. 

It’s worth bearing in mind, however, that 
PCP deals will often also factor a certain 
amount of interest into the price, whereas 
leasing deals, which are essentially little 
more than long-term rentals, will not have 
any interest to pay. There will be a bit of 
profit margin in there for the dealer or bro¬ 
ker, though. 

Different dealers will also be able to offer 
different deals, courtesy of their respective 


purchasing power. Huge dealer groups will 
often be likely to give you a big discount 
thanks to their ability to buy in bulk, which 
effectively reduces the retail price of the car. 
Remember, the holy grail is low retail price 
and high residual value. 

Which is right for me? 

It depends on your circumstances and 
your attitude towards car ownership. 

Generally speaking, a PCP plan will have 
a larger down payment, because leasing 
deals’ initial fees rarely exceed the equiva¬ 
lent of nine months’ payments. 

The trade-off is that PCP deals can have 


extraordinarily cheap monthly payments, al¬ 
though this advantage is often nullified by 
the interest charged by the finance compa¬ 
ny. 

If you’re thinking of owning the vehicle, 
though, a PCP plan may be best. It will give 
you the option to buy the car at the end of 
the deal, and it is often a good scheme for 
people who intend to keep their car for a 
long time. 

If, on the other hand, you want to change 
your vehicle regularly and don’t care wheth¬ 
er or not you own it, then contract hire will 
probably be a better bet.

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Favourite pick-up 
now even better

The world’s favourite pick-up just got even 
better with Toyota revealing the stylish new 
Hilux - but the competition is improving too. 

Hilux has been a dominant presence in the global 
pick-up market for nearly 50 years, recording global 
sales of over 16 million units, while in Europe some 
34,000 models were sold in 2015 alone. 

That represents a 23.1 per cent share of the market, mak¬ 
ing Hilux Europe’s best-selling pick-up. 

But canny bosses at Toyota have been quick to identify 
the competition sneaking up on the rails from the Mitsubi¬ 
shi L200, Nissan Navara, Volkswagen Amarok, Isuzu D-Max 
and Ssang Yong Korando and moved up another gear. 

The latest Hilux is tougher, stronger and more capable 
off-road than ever before and heralds a new era for the pick¬ 
up, adding comfort, safety and advanced technology, hop¬ 
ing to fend off any pretenders to the throne. 

Hilux proved it has all the quality, durability and reliability 
to succeed in this sector by achieving podium finishes in 
the 2016 Dakar Rally and is now available in single, extra 
and double cab body styles with a new and stronger ladder 
chassis, reinforced deck structure, enhanced 4x4 capabili¬ 
ties and improved towing capacity. 

The double cab version on test came with a 2.4 litre 
D-4D engine and featured stop-start technology, six-speed 
automatic transmission, vastly improved torque delivery 
and generated 148bhp at 3,400rpm with class leading fuel 
economy of 36.2mpg on the combined cycle. 

The version was surprisingly quick too with a top speed 
of 106mph and 0-62mph in 12.8seconds. 

At 5,335 mm long, 1,855 mm wide and 1,815 mm high, 
the new Hilux is 75 mm longer, 20 mm wider and 45 mm 


lower than its predecessor and really looks the part. A new 
upper-grille and headlamp design with a powerful looking 
bumper housing the large lower grille simply oozes tough¬ 
ness. 

On the road this is a much smoother Hilux than the pre¬ 
decessor as Toyota look to cater for the needs of a diverse 
market. And they have succeeded because this model was 
equally at home on the motorway as it was on the lanes and 
tracks of Mid Wales. 

Inside it would be easy to mistakenly think you were sit¬ 
ting in a Toyota saloon, with a stylish dash on the Invincible 
Double Cab model on test and stacks of information and 
technology on offer. 

Luxuries 

There was power steering, cruise control, reach and rake 
adjustable steering column, cooled glovebox, a multi-me¬ 
dia system, Bluetooth connectivity, air conditioning, tip-up 
rear seats, cloth upholstery and a 4.2inch multi-information 
screen. 

There are three trim levels at launch: entry-level Active 
is single or extra cab only and aimed at the commercial 
vehicle market, while Icon is the cheapest double cab var¬ 
iant with a more upmarket look. Invincible and in particular 
Invincible X models gain a host of added luxuries. 

Prices start at £19,177 for the Single Cab Active with a six- 
speed manual gearbox while the Invincible on test would 
set you back £32,645 or £27,251 if you could get the VAT 
back. 

The increased load space will prove popular with buyers 
but the added inches mean parking is even more difficult 
than before - though the reversing camera does provide 
extra security in those tight-squeeze situations. 

The opposition for Hilux might well be growing and im¬ 
proving but it’s hard to imagine the quality will grow to the 
levels of this Toyota.

Contesting the FIA World Rally Champion¬ 
ship’s premier support series, M-Sport World 
Rally Team’s Evans and Parry again proved too 
hot to handle to secure their third victory of the 
year in Corsica. 

“We’ve seen a great deal of the island over the 
course of the weekend and it really is a beautiful 
place,” said Parry. 

“Every co-driver will know that it’s a fairly 
hefty workload - from the pre-event recce to the 
rally itself - but it really has been an enjoyable 
weekend and great to get such a positive result 
at the end of it. 

“We’ve done everything we can this weekend 
and kept the championship alive. It would be 
nice to add another title to the repertoire this 
year, but that’s not in our hands anymore. We’ll 
just have to wait and see what happens.” 

Taking an early lead, Evans and Parry set a 
stunning time through the opening speed test - 
17.9 seconds faster than their nearest rival. 

Posting the fastest time through five of the 
ten stages, the duo maintained their advantage 
throughout the weekend and bolstered their 
advantage through the treacherous conditions 
which plagued Saturday’s second loop. 

As the heavens opened, the WRC 2 compet¬ 
itors were caught in the worst of the rain and 
Evans’ natural ability to read the road held him 
in excellent stead. Able to find the grip that oth¬ 
ers could not, he stormed ahead. 

Maintaining their healthy lead throughout 
Sunday’s closing stages, Evans and Parry cruised 
home to secure maximum points - and have done 
all they can to keep their championship chal¬ 
lenge alive. 

Having had the pace to challenge for victory 
on every event this year, the pair have proved 
the performance of M-Sport’s most successful 
global rally car - with stage-winning speed on 
every event - and done so without the luxury of 
a large test programme.. 

Having contested all seven of his WRC 2 


rounds for this year, the team must now wait to see 
if he can be caught - and if Evans and Parry can be 
crowned the 2016 WRC 2 champions. 

“Overall it has been a good weekend for us,” said 
Evans. “We started off really strongly and were able 
to amass quite a big lead after the first stage.
